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Four successful adult Cochlear implants 
performed on island

Tire program to have ao 
on-island group for conduct¬ 
ing Cochlear Implants has 
been developing since the first 
implant operation was per- 
fonned in 3Q1]! by a team 
from Holland, assisted hy Dr. 
Cabenda. 

Heading that team from 
Holland was Professor Dr. 
Stokroos from Maastricht 
Holland, who perfoimed the

Stokr 0 0 s sup ervi sed four 
procedures being per fonned 
by Dr Cabenda on four adult 
recipients. These took place 
Wedn e s day and Thurs day 
morning at the Dr. Horacio 
E. Oduher Hospital. He 
praised Dr. Cabenda for Iris 
techmque during tins rela¬ 
tively simple surgery, winch 
takes one or two hours at 
mo St. 

The AZV has budgeted 
four Cochlear Implants annu¬ 
ally and until dus year, hear¬ 
ing impaired infants and 
children had priority. When 
deafiiess has been detected in 
babies, the earher the mrplatrt 
is administered the better, al¬ 
lowing the child to develop 
language skills and learning at 
a p ace to its peers with normal 
hearing 

For adults who have lost 
their hearing, it is possible to 
regain it and again live rela¬ 
tively nomial lives. Hris does 
not happen overnight witlr the 
implant of the equipment, but 
is a process;, hence the forma¬ 
tion of the “Coclrlear Implant 
Team." Tire procedure is tai'-

cause of damage to the sen¬ 
sory hair cells nr the coclrlea, 
m dre imrer eai: As of the end 
of 201D, approximately 
31?,QOO people worldwide 
have received cochlear im¬ 
plants, in dre U.S., roughly 
42,fiQ0 adults aird 23,400 clril- 
dren are recipients. The vast 
majonty are in developed 
countries due to the Irigh cost 
of dre device, surgery and 
p 0 st-imp 1 antati o ir th erapy 

The quality of sound from 
an implant is different from 
natural hearing, with less 
sound information being re¬ 
ceived and processed by the 
brain. However, many pa¬ 
tients are able to hear and un¬ 
derstand speech and 
enviromrrental sounds. Newer 
devi ces and pro c es sing - slrate- 
gies allow recipients to hear 
better in noise, enjoy music, 
and even use their implant 
processors while swimurring. 

Following the surgery, the 
implant is given six we^s to 
■cure," then dre extenor por- 
tion-dre "microphone" of the 
equipment, is attached. Over 
a period of ten weeks it is 
fine-tuned via computer hy an 
FT specialist trained in the 
process, to exacdy meet the 
needs aird sensitivities of the 
patient. Tins period also in¬ 
volved dr erapy with a FEED 
staffer, Ciystal van Nas, who 
will train them to function 


with this new method of hear¬ 
ing. Another FEPO staffer 
will also work with the family 
to assist them in understand¬ 
ing the needs of tlreir hearing 
impaired member as they re¬ 
gain their sense and leairr to 
function witir the electrom- 
cally based hearing. "It is not 
as if the patient wakes up the 
next da^’' and says "Alra! I can 
hear again!" explained Ms. 
van Nas, 'it is a pro cess.' 

Dr. Cabenda emphasized 
that Aruba is now unique 
airrong Caribbean islands nr 
having a team working on all 
aspects of a patient regaining 
their hearing through 
Coclrlear Implants. TTrey are 
already planning procedures 
on p atients from Curacao, and 
foresee accepting clients from 
islands as distant as Tniridad 
and Tobago, or Jairraica, 
which have not established 
the pro cedure in their medical 
systems as yet "Thiscouldbe 
a step towards establishing 
" m edi cal touri Eirr" for Anih a," 
he noted 

"'Vhile on the island. Pro¬ 
fessor Dr. Stokroos also met 
with the young patients who 
had received the earlier im¬ 
plants, and reports he was 
very pleased by how they are 
progressing in their develop¬ 
ment of language and leammg 
skills.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
CQnunanders told, lawmakers 
on Tluu'sday tkal deep outs to 
militaiy spending will leave 
American forces ill-prepai'ed 
for combat and nsk hugher ca¬ 
sualties on tlie battlefield. 

Tlie clnefs o f all the armed 
services issued then most se¬ 
rious wetming yet on the ef¬ 
fect of aditamatic budget cuts, 
saying the fiuiding rednctions 
will result m a smaller force 
tliat will begin to lose its tech¬ 
nological edge 

But even under the auto¬ 
matic cuts, the US militaiy's 
current budget of roughly 
$496 bdliDii far surpasses any 
other country's defense 
spending, representing about 
40 percent o f tlie world's inil- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
US Senate passed a histone 
gaiy nghts bill Tliursdaiy, one 
that would prolubit compa¬ 
nies from hiniig and firing 
based on an employee's sez- 
ual onentatioii or gender 
identity.

$ J. 0 billi on in lo st pro ductiv- 
ity the Wlnte House said 
Thursday in a report. 

Tlie Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget survey 
charted the deep and wide 
impact of the shutdown 
across the economy, ranging 
fi’om delays in approving 
home loans, missed food 
safety inspections and a de¬ 
layed fishing season in the 
Alaskan crab grounds. 

Tlie report was published 
as the White House steps up 
warnings that fourth quarter 
economic growtli will be 
hard hit by the shutdown, 
caused when Congress failed 
to agree on a govermiient op¬ 
erating budget by October 1. 

It also came before tlie re¬ 
lease of the latest monthly 
employment report by the 
Labor Department on End ay, 
which could show a slow¬ 
down ill job creation due to 
the govenimenl closure and 
uncertainty over a near debt 
default caused by a political 
iiieltdowii between Republi¬ 
can lawmakers and the ''White 
House. 

"Federal gov eminent em¬ 
ployees were furloughed for 
a combined total of 6.6 mil¬ 
lion days, more than during 
any previous Federal govern¬ 
ment shutdown," the report 
said 

Since employees were 
paid after the government 
went back to work in mid- 
□ctober after a compromise 
was worked out between the 
White House and Republi¬ 
cans in Congress, the govern¬ 
ment was forced to pay its 
workforce for work tliat was 
never perfonned. 

"We estimate that tlie total 
cost of pay for ftirloughed 
Federal employees dunng the 
penod of the shutdown is 
rouglily $3.0 billion,' the re¬ 
port said. 

Tlie shutdown was the 
second longest since 19S0 


and the most significant on 
record, measured in temis of 
employee ftirlough days, the 
report said. 

Tlie survey reiterated pre¬ 
vious estimates by the White 
House and outside experts 
that the shutdown could re¬ 
duce fourth quarter GDP by 
0.3-0.6 percentage points and 
may have meant that 13 0,0 00 
fewer pnvate-sector jobs 
were created dunng the first 
two weeks of October 

Among the many results 
of the shutdown, Alaskan 
crab fishemian losttliousaiids 
of dollars a day as their sea¬ 
son could not open on time as 
gov emm ent o ffi ci al s were 
not able to set quota sizes.

crowave popcorn and frozen 
plazas, saying tire artery-clog¬ 
ging oils ai'e not safe for hu¬ 
mans to eat 

“ Parti ally hydro g enate d oil s 
(PHOs), the primary dietary 
source of artificial ti'aus fat in 
processed foods, are not 'gen¬ 
erally recognized as safe' for 
use in food," the Food and 
Drug Adunnisti’ation said in a 
statement. 

The FDA said its finding 
was based on "available scien¬ 
tific evidence and tbe findings 
of expert scientific panels." 

Tire agency opened a dD- 
day comment period before 
the move can become final and 
IS accepting input on how long 
it woul d take fo o d m anu factur- 
ers to "formulate the products 
that currently contain aiTificial 
trans fat" 

If the decision is made 
final, PHOs would be consid¬ 
ered food additives and could 
not be used in food unless reg¬ 
ulators authorized it. 

Tire FDA said its decision 
would not afiEect ti'aiis fat tliat 
occurs naturally in some meat 
and dairy products, hut rather 
to PHOs that are added to 
processed foods. 

"Food manufacturers have 
voluntarily decreased trans fat 
levels in many foods in recent 
yeai's, but a substantial numbei' 
of products still contain pai'- 
tially hydrogenated oils, winch 
are tlie major source of trans 
fat in processed food," said 
Michael Taylor, the FDA's 
deputy commissioner for 
foods and veteimaiy medicine. 

Food manu facturers cut 
back their use of brans fat after 


a public health campaign to 
warn of the dangers built 
steam m the past decade. 

in recent yeai's, many food 
manufacturers and retailers 
have voluntanly decreased 
trans fat levels in many foods 
and products they sell. 

Still, trans fats ai'e com¬ 
monly found in coffee cream¬ 
ers, desserts, microwave 
popcorn products, frozen piz¬ 
zas and margarine. 

The FDA move was hailed 
by consumer groups as a m^ or 
step toward eliminating a type 
of fat that IS blamed for heart 
disease. 

"Artificial trans fat is a 
uni quely p owerfiil p romo ter o f 
heart disease, and today's an¬ 
nouncement will hasten its 
eventual disappearance fi'om 
the food supply," said Center 
frir Science m die Public Inter¬ 
est executive director Michael 
Jacobson "Not only is artifi¬ 
cial trans fat not safe, it's not 
remotely necessary. Many 
companies, large and small, 
have switched to healthier oils 
over the past decade." 

The CSPI has been urging 
stricter labels on trans fat since 
1993, and in 2004 began cam¬ 
paigning for it to be considered 
unsafe for food. 

The FDA said that "since 
trans fat content information 
began appearing m the Hutti- 
tion Facts label of foods in 
2Q0d, trans fat intake among 
American consumers has de¬ 
clined firom 4.d grams per day 
in 2D03 to about 1 gram per 
day m 2012." 

Despite that decline, Amer¬ 
icans' " curi'cnt intake remains 
a significant public healdi con¬ 
cern," said FDA Conunis- 
sioner Maigai'et Hamburg.

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Researchers find HIV's 'invisibility 
cloak' 


PAPJS (AFP) - Scientists said 
Wednesday tliey had found an 
“invisibility cloak" that allows 
the AIDS virus to lurk unno¬ 
ticed in human cells after in¬ 
fection and replicate without 
tnggertng Iheimnume system. 

And tliey managed to "un¬ 
ci oal^" the vims widi an expei'- 
imental drug in lab-grown 
cells - a feat that may lead to 
new and belter HIV treat¬ 
ments, the team wi'ole in the 
journal Mature 

“The hope is that one day 
we may be able to develop a 
treatment that helps the body 
to clear tlie vims before the in¬ 
fection IS able to take hold," 
the study's lead author Greg 
Towers oftlie Umversity Col¬ 
lege London said in a state¬ 
ment by the Wellcome Tmst, 
which CO -funded tire study. 

The body's immiuie system 
IS the first Ime of defence 
against mfection. with an 
“alarm system* in each cell for 
detecting invading bacteria or 
vimses. 

’^/henthe alarm is tnggered, 
tlie cell activates an anU-viral 


response and aleits suiTonnd- 
mg cells, winch do the same. 

But the human immiuiode- 
ficieni:y vims (HIV) infects 
vital wlnle blood cells of the 
immune system and replicates 
undetected for a while before 
triggenng the alarm system -- 
a trait tlial scientists have bat¬ 
tled to understand 

“HIV is extremely adept at 
hiding fi'om our body's natural 
defences, which is part of the 
reason the vims is so danger- 
Qus,“ said Towers. 

“Mow weVe identified tlie 
vims' invisibility cloak and 
howto expose it, we've uncov¬ 
ered a weakness that could be 
exploited for new HIV treat¬ 
ments." 

Towers and a team identi¬ 
fied two molemles inside 
human cells that are “re¬ 
cruited'' by HIV after infection 
to help shield it and thus delay 
the immune response. 

They tlien administered an 
expenmental dmg, based on 
Cyclosporine, wdiiiHi is widely 
used to prevent organ l^^ ection 
in transplant patients because 


it dampens the immune sys¬ 
tem, according to the state¬ 
ment 

Hie dmg prevented the vims 
using tlie molecules as a cloak, 
they found. 

"The team used a modified 
version of the dmg, winch 
blocks the effects of the two 
cloaking molecules wiUioul 
suppressing immime activity," 
said the statement. 

HIV IS a retrovirus, inserting 
its DNA into the genome of 
CD4+T cells and turning tliem 
into vims factories. 

Some 35.3 million people 
ai'ound the world are living 
with HIV, winch destroys the 
immune system and has 
caused more than 25 million 
deatlis since AIDS first 
emerged m the early 19SOs, ac¬ 
cording to the World Health 
Oi’ganisation 

Existing ti'eatments help in¬ 
fected people live longer, 
heal tin er lives but do not cure 
AIDS. Many people in poor 
communities do not have ac¬ 
cess to the life-giving drugs, 
and there is no vaccine. 


Super typhoon roars toward the Philippines 

MANILA - Thousands of people 
tn vulnerable areas of the Philip¬ 
pines are being relocated as the 
strongest storm on the planet so 
far ever spins toward the coun¬ 
try. With sustained winds of 305 
Kph [t90 mph) and gusts as 
strong as 370 kph (230 mph|, 

Super Typhoon Haiyan was 
churning across the Western 
Pacific to ward the central Philip¬ 
pines as one of the most intense 
tropical cyclones ever recorded. 

Its wind strength makes rt equiv¬ 
alent to an exceptionallv strong 
Category 5 hurricane. The 
storm, known as Yoianda in the Philippines, Is expected to still be a super typhoon, 
with winds in excess of 240 kph (149 mph), when it makes landfall this morning in the 
region of Eastern Visay as. The storm is so large in diameter that clouds from it are af¬ 
fecting two-thirds of the country. Authorities in the region had moved more than 3,BOO 
people to evacuation centers Py late Thursday, MaJ. Reynaldo Salido of the Phtirppme 
Office of Civit Defense said. Most of those relocated live in Tacloban City, which sits 
on the coast of the island of Leyte and has a population of more than 2QO,000. 



Six-tailed asteroid 
stuns scientists 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
strange asteroid tlial appears to 
have multiple rotating tails has 
been spotted with NASA's 
Hubble telescope between 
Mars andJupiter, astronomers 
said Tiiursday. 

Instead of appearing as a 
small point of light, like most 
asteroids, this one has half a 
doxen comet-like dust tails ra¬ 
diating out like spokes on a 
wheel, said the reportuiAstro- 
physacalJounial Letters. 

“It's hard to believe we're 
looking at an asterDid,“ said 
leadmvest!gator David JewitL 
a professor in tlie University of 
California Los Angeles De- 
paitinent of Eartli and Space 
Sciences. 

The object has been named 
P/2013 P5, and astronomers 


believe it has been spewing 
dust for at least five months. 

The asteroid may have 
stEirted spuming so fast that it 
began to disiiitegi'ate, scien¬ 
tists say. 

Tliey don't think the tails are 
a result of an impact, because 
tliat would cause dust to spray 
out all at once 

Its multiple tails were dis¬ 
covered in images taken by 
NASA's Hubble Space Tele¬ 
scope on September IQ, 3013, 
after first being sp otted with a 
telescope in Hawaii. 

Jewitl said the object may 
have come fiom an asteroid 
colli a on some 200 million 
years ago Its pattern of dis¬ 
persing dust in fits and bursts 
may be how it slowly dies.

US economy grows 2.8% in Q3 
but consumer spending slows 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
US economy grew at an an¬ 
nual rate of 3.3 percent in the 
third quaitei; the government 
said TTiursday, but lackluster 
consumer spending pointed to 
a weak finish to 2013 

The world's largest econ¬ 
omy accelerated fi'om a 2,5 
percent pace in the second 
quaitei; surprising analysts 
who had expected the Com¬ 
merce Department's first read 
on tlnrd-quarter gross domes¬ 
tic product would show only a 
1.9 percent expansion 

It was the strongest pace of 
GDP growtli in ayeai" But an¬ 
alysts forecast a weaker fourth 
quaitei; after a Washington 
budget battle forced a Id-day 
government shutdown in Oc¬ 
tober that shaved an estimated 
$34 billion firom tlie economy. 

" Unfortunately the details of 
this report are more likely to 
send cluHs up your spine than 
to warm your heart,* said 
B.obert Bmsca, chief econo¬ 
mist at FAO Economics 

It was the department's first 
estimate of GDP growth for 
the tim'd quarter; the number 
could change significantly in 
its two subsequent estimates. 

The July-September pick-up 
was mainly due to a sharper 
decline in imports firom the 
second quarter and accelerat¬ 
ing rises in private inventory 
inveshnent and state and loc^ 
g Dvernment sp en ding. 

A significant amount of the 
increase was due to private in¬ 
ventory investment, winch 
added 0.33 percentage point to 
the GDP change, about double 
its contribution m the prior 
quarter. 

Federal government spend¬ 


ing, hit by "sequester" budget 
cuts that began m Mai'ch, fell 1.7 
percent following a fall of 1.6 
percent m tlie second quarter. 

Inflation heated up, led by 
price jumps in energy goods 
and services, hut remained 
well below tlie two percent tar¬ 
get of tlie Federal Reserve for 
price stability 

The pncemdex rose 1 S per¬ 
cent in the tlnrd quarter, fol¬ 
lowing a Q.2 percent rise in tlie 
second. Excluding food and 
energy prices, it was up 1 5 
percent, compared with a 0 3 
percent rise in. the prior quar¬ 
ter. 

Significantly, gi'owthin con¬ 
sumer spending, which ac¬ 
counts for rouglily Iwo-tliirds 
of US activity, slowed to 1 5 
p ercent firom 1. S percent in tlie 
second quarter. 

Personal income growth 
si owe d to 3.3 p ercent, firom 4.1 
percent in the second quarter, 
wliile tlie increase in real dis¬ 
posable income -- adjusted for 
taxes and inflation --also fell 
under pressure from risiiig 
consumer prices. 

Scott Hoyt of Moody's Ana¬ 
lytics wai'ned about headwinds 


firom Congress's decision to 
use stop-gap budget and debt 
ceiling measures to reopen the 
federal govermneiit and avoid 
a debt default. 

TTie Wlnte House leaped on 
the upbeat GDP number It is 
"an indication that the recov¬ 
ery was continuing to gain 
traction in the montlis before 
the government shutdown,* 
said Jason Furman, chairman 
of the Council of Economic 
Advrsers. 

Tile White House meanwhile 
issued a report outlining the 
impacts and the costs of the 
October 1-ld government 
shutdown. 

Tlie total cost of pay plus 
benefits for fiirlouglied federal 
workers - at the peak S5O,OD0 
of them -- was estimated at 
$3.5 billion, according to the 
Office of Management and 
Budget report. 

0MB Director Sylvia Math¬

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US rapist took 'coward's way out, 
his captive says 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Rapist 
And Castro look "a coward's 
way out" when he killed him¬ 
self in prison, one of tlie tliree 
women he abducted and held 
captive for a decade said 
Wednesday 

"I understand the reason 
why he did it," Michelle 
Knight said. "He finally fig¬ 
ured out the pain he put us 
tlirough was the pain he didn't 
want to go through " 

Knight was the first of the 
tliree women to be snatidied 
off file street in 2002 when she 
was 20 years old. 

“1 was the most hated," she 
said m the first public inter¬ 
view given by any of the 
women since their dramatic es¬ 
cape on May d. 

In the second episode of a 
paid interview witli the popu- 
lai' "Dr Plnl'' televisron pro¬ 
gram, the diminutive woman 
described how she grew close 
widi fellow captive Gina DeJe- 
sus after tliey were chained to¬ 
gether m a locked room 

‘Tilere was times he would 
hit her and 1 would stop him 
and take the hit," she said "I 
know how it feels to be hurt 
and I didn't want her to go 
tlirough tliat “ 

She desciibed how DeJesus 
comforted her after Castro 
starved her and beat her until 
she mi scanned 

*Every time got worse," she 
told celebnty therapist Pliil 
McGraw.

pregnant was kckmg, jump¬ 
ing on my stomach like I was 
a bed," Knight said. 

‘He would literally have me

A police spokesman de¬ 
scribed tlie case as a misde¬ 
meanor which will be 
forwarded to a small-cl aims 
court where Bieber, who left 
the country Wednesday, faces 
a fine. 

Late Tuesday, protected by 
his security detail, Bieber 
tagged "Respect privacy" and 
"I am off' as well as several 
drawings on a hotel wall in 
Rio's tourist souitiern zone. 

A police probe subsequently 
established that itie 19-yeEdr- 
old pop star had received per¬ 
mission from City Hall to tag a 
wall at another location, the 
Olympic Village in the Vidigal 
shantytown. 

But Bieber's entourage felt 
he WDul d no t b e s afe there. 

‘Tlie permission from City 


Hall did not eirtendto other lo¬ 
cations," a police statement 
said. 

Since hiS aiTival last Friday 
after a stop in Eao Paulo, 
Bieber, wlio gave a concert 
here Sunday had grabbed 
media attenhon with a series of 
peccadilloes. 

He was photographed 
emerging under a blanket from 
a notonous Pdo brothel and 
later vamly tried to bring pros¬ 
titutes into the posh Copaca- 
bana Palace. 

Furious that he was not able 
to do so, the teen sensation re- 
p ortedly went on a ramp age m 
his srute, breaking various ob¬ 
jects valued at nearly J6,000 m 
total. 

Bieber and Ins entourage 
were subsequently kicked out 
of the hotel. 

Bieber, who was on tlie 
Brazilian leg of his world tour 
to promote his Beheve album, 
left Pdo Wednesday for 
Paraguay on tlie next stage of 
his tour.

Gurhtt in whose garbage- 
strewn Munich apailment the 
more than 1,4 00 works mdud- 
ing paintings by Pablo Picasso, 
Pierre-Auguste Renoir and 
Heiin Matisse were found in 
February 3012. 

The case only came to light 
this week m a magazine report. 

Gurliit IS the son of Hilde¬ 
brand Gurhtt, apowerftil Nazi- 
era art dealer and collector 
who acquired the p am tings in 
the 1930s and 1940s. 

Hildebrand Gurhtt had been 
tasked by the Nazis witli sell¬ 
ing works looted from Jewish 
collectors or seized as pail of a 
crackdown on avant-garde, so- 
called degenerate art in ex¬ 
change for hard currency. 

However he appears to have 
held on to many of the works, 
even after an mveshgation by 
US oc'cupying forces after the 
war, and he left tliem to his 
family after he died in a car ac¬ 
cident in 1956.
